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A tragic illusion 


ΤΠ was sixteen yeara ago today that 
the cream of Jewish writers in the 
Soviet Union was executed by a firing 
squad. It will remain a momentous date 
in Jewish history, marking the end of 
an_illusion. 

That illusion was nurtured by many 
Jewish leaders of leftish views who 
argued that the great Russian revolu- 
tion would bring freedom and security 
to the victims of Czarist pogroms, The 
first “Yevkom" (Jewish Committee) 
was founded as early as January, 1918, 
and it was composed mainly of left 
socialists and anarchists, some of whom 
came from abroad to help persuade the 
Jewish masses to put their trust in the 
rising Communist state. 

During World War Two, the “Jewish 
anti-Fasrist League” was called into 
existence and its leaders, Shlomo Micho- 
rels and Yitzik Feffer. were sent to the 
West to rally the support of the Jewish 
intelligentsia for Russia and her de- 
mand for a second front. Michorels was 
killed by N.E.V.D. agents and other 
members of the anti-Fascist. committee 
were rounded up and imprisoned in 
1948, a short time after Moscow played 
such a remarkable role in Middle East 
history by recognizing the State of Is- 
rael. 

The Russian Jewish intelligentsia, all 
deroted Communists who preached that 
the future of Jewish culture was as- 
sured under Soviet rule, perished after 
being tried on trumped-up charges 
of conspiring against the Soviet} 
authorities and plotting to set_up ἃ 
Jewish republic in the Crimea. Jewish 
institutions were suppressed and have 
never heen re-established. i 

The Jewish victims of Stalin were 
Jater rehabilitated, but only privately, 
that is in Jetters to their kin. No men- 
tian was made of their Jewish identity. 
Indeed, the fate of the Jewish writers 
would have never been known abroad 
had it not, been for the courage of some 
Yiddish journalists in Poland, who 
stated the facts during the de-Staliniza- 
tion period. The editors of “Folksztyme 
who were responsible for that feat have 
been dismissed. The Germans of the 
Volga, who were considered a security 
rink during the war and were deported, 
ail had their national and cultural rights 
restored several years ago. Last year 
the Tartars of the Crimea were official: 
recognized. Only the Jews, a recogniz 
nation according to Soviet laws, enjoy 
no cultural or national freedom to this 


day. : me 
ta the history of Soviet. anti-Semitism 
Jews have been given various names. 
For years, they were allu to as 
“homeless cosmopolitans.” Now “inter- 
national Zionism’ is the pseudonym 
for the Jewish people, The Poles used 
it profusely when they began their 
anti-Semitic drive a year ago. | 
Their slanderous denunciations em~- 
ploy the same technique of the “Big 
Lie” developed by the Nazis in Fascist 
.. But Soviet — propagandists 
are not unaware of the similarity. 
The comparison goes even further. For 
their current aim, according to all the 
evidence, is to rally the anti-Semites in 
the worid against Israel. They have 
therefore joined their Arab counter- 
parte io an unholy alliance using the 
methods of Streicher and Goebbels as 
their madel. Truly there is no more 
τόσσα for illusions.

Jordan ‘No’ 
to P.L.O. bid 
for H.Q. 
in Amman

Jordanian authorities were reported 
yesterday to have rejected a proposal by 
the Palestine Liberation Organization that 
it should be allowed to set up ἃ new 
“Army Command" in Amman to replace 
the headquarters taken over by mutinous 
officers in Damascus, 

According to reports reaching Jerusa- 
Jem from Amman, the P.L.O. executive 
vommittee,” headed by Yehia Hammoudeh, 
wants to form a command committee to 
operate temporarily in Amman until the 
mutineers release the newly-appointed 
Chief of Staff, Brigadier Abdul Razzak 
al Yehia. The Chief of Staff has been 
under house arrest in Damascus since his 
appointment by the Executive Committee 
on July 29. The dissident officers are de- 
manding that the ousted C-o-S, Briga- 
dier Subhi al Jabi, be reinstated. 

The Jordanians object to the formation 
of a high command which the P.L.O. 
hopes would embrace the various sabo- 
tage organizations —- because it could 
threaten the regime. According to one re- 
port the Amman authorities said that the 
various sabotage or; ions should be 
attached to a Jordanian-Iraqi joint com~ 
mand. 

Meanwhile the Jordanians are said to 
have assumed a more active control of 
the areag along the cease-fire line. Travel- 
lers returning to the West Bank say fol- 
lowing Jast. Sunday’s Israeli reprisal on the 
@-Salt area, the saboteurs have stopped 
interfering at checkposts on roads link~ 
ing Jordan and the West Bank. 

Spokesmen of the saboteurs say, how- 
ever, that their men have been keeping in 
the background while the groups reorgan- 
ize, A renewal of certain of their activities 
is thought to he dependent on how much 
of a free hand King Hussein is prepared 
to give them. 


U.S. desalting

LYDDA AIRPORT. — A. group of Amer- 
lean water desalination experts arrived in 
Israel yesterday to confer with their Is- 
raeli opposite numbers.

At the airport the Americans told re- 
porters that they had come to renew their 
investigations into Israel's water problems 
which they had started 18 months ago. 

Asked whether ee gt penn any 
radical changes in ἃ field of wai 
desalination “during this time, the experts 
said that while no revoluticnary develop- 
ments had occurred, much larger and 
better plants had been constructed. Ta San 
Diego, for instance, a plant yielding 19 
niillion cum. a year had been built.

Plants of a 10-20 million cu.m. capacity.

New ‘war games’ 


on Czech border 
Soviet pressure renewed 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union announced new military exercises along the 
borders with Czechoslovakia yesterday, extending indefinitely its pressure on . 
the reformist Prague leadership, Russian, Polish and East German troops are 
taking part in the communications exercises, being held in southern Poland, the 
southern part of East Germany and the western part of the Ukraine, 


The new exercises were announced only 
hours before it was announced 
that the Warsaw Pact war games in the 
same areas kad ended. Yesterday's an- 
nountement gave no date for the comple- 
tion of the communications practice. 

Although it was stated that the exer- 
cises were aimed at improving suidance 
over combat troops in difficutt conditions, 
some observers thought it was simply a 
cover story to explain the continued pre- 
sence of Warsaw Pact forces along the 
Czech borde:

Ulbricht opening talks 


in Czechoslovakia today 
RUMANIA’S P.M. COMING NEXT 


PRAGUE (UPI). ~~ Czechoslovakia’s 
leaders yesterday ended talks with Pres- 
ddent Tito of Yugoslavia and turned to 
negotiations with Hast Germany's Walter 
Ulbricht at the opposite extreme of the 
East European Communist ideological 
spectrum. 

Czech sources said the next meeting 
after the one with Ulbricht will be with 
Nicolae Ceausescu of Rumania, who has 
veered. sharply from: the Moscow line and 
who, like ito, supported the Czechs 
against the Warsaw five, last month. 

Czech party chief Alexander Dubcel 
will meet the hard-line Ulbricht at the 
resort city of Karlovy Vary, 125 kms. 
north-west of Prague and only 25 kms. 
from the East German border. The an- 
nouncement of the meeting, to begin to- 
day, came as 2 surprise, but it apparently 
was part of the series of bilateral talks 
the Czechs requested last month. 

The request was made after the so- 
called “unfriendly five” Communist par- 
ties — the Soviet Union, Poland, East 
Germany, Hungary and Bulgaria — met 
at Warsaw and sent the Czechs a letter 
that was scathingly critical of their re- 
forms. 


TRIOMPHAL VISIT 


Tito flew from Prague yesterday 
morning after @ triumphal two-day visit 
marked by cheering, flag-waving throngs 
grateful for his moral support during the 
Czechs crisis. 

The official Ceteka news agency later 
said President Tito is expected to return 
to Prague in the near future along with 
representatives of other socialist countries 
and Western Communist parties. 

There was no indication that a formal 
treaty of friendship was-one of the aims 
of Tito’s visit, but the tone of the Yugo- 
slav leader's remarks at a news confe- 
rence on Saturday indicated that Czech- 
Yugoslav relations will be warm in the 
future. Answering a question’ about the 
possibility of a treaty, Tito said: ‘The 
friendship between Czechoslovakia and 
Yugoslavia is so great that we don’t need 
any treaty." 

Western observers said the Czechs ap- 
peared to be seeking a strong middle po- 
sition between the Yugoslavs and Ruma- 
nians on the one side. and the Soviet- 
aligned nations on the other. 

Czechoslovakia's biggest current proh- 
Jem is the building up of an economy 
ruined by years of Stalinist inflexibility. 

The Ulbricht meeting is apparently in- 
tended to soften the mistrust of the Czechs’

most bitter opponent in the Communist 
camp. It may also be aimed at lessening 
the Czechs’ dislike of Ulbricht. To most 
Czechoslovakians it was Ulbricht, and not 
the Soviets with thelr troops, wha emerged 
as the villain in last month’y pressure 
campaign, 

The East German press attacked the 
Czech reformers in harsher language than 
the rest of the bloc, calling them “counter- 
revolutionaries” who planned to overthrow 
Communism with the help of West Ger- 
many. 

Communist sources in Prague sald Mr. 
Ulbricht's visit was scheduled for Karlovy 
Mary for fear of massive hostile demon- 
strations shoudd he visit the capital. 
Meanwhile, 2 Prague Radio commentator 
said yesterday Czechoslovakia’s relations 
with Yugoslavia and Rumania were now 
closer than its links with the rest of the 
Socialist camp. Communist sources here 
firmly reject speculation that the three 
countries might gang up against the or- 
thodox Commiunist states, however. 

On his arrival in Pula, Yugoslavia, yes- 
terday, Tito told reporters, “we have re-~ 
turned from Czechoslovakia bearing many 
good wishes and best greetings to the 
people of Yugoslavia. We were received 
there ag you can imagine as among the 
best of friends who have both traditional 
ties and much in common at the present 
stage. I think we have done a useful job. 
It Gerves the interest of all our people, 
as'well as the peoples of Czechoslovakia 
and the rest of Socialism as a whole.”

Warsaw Pact staff exercises held in 
Czechoslovakia in Juge were originally 
said to involve only staff personnel and 
communications and marker units, but 
Czechoslovak sources later admitted that 
thousands of Soviet combat troops had in 
fact been in their country. 

Yesterday's announcement coincided 
with yet another reminder from “Prayda,” 
the Communist Party newspaper, that 
Russia expects Czechoslovakia to carry 
out its pledgc to combat bourgeols propa- 
ganda and anti-social forces. In keeping 
with the present cease-fire in polemics 
with the Prague leadership, “Pravda” did 
not mention Czechoslovakia by name, but 
referred instead to the need for the six 
Communist countrics that had signed the 
recent Bratislava statement to affirm ‘ts 
principles. 

“Pravda” said that “only a party which 
fights irreconcilably against the forces of 
reaction can successfully act as the van= 
guard and Jeader of the people.”

Peace in Vietnam ' 
closer than in 
past: Humphrey -. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter!. — Vice-President 
Hubert Humphrey said yesterday that 
peace in Vietnam wag cloger than at any 
time in the past. Mr. Humphrey, a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination, made 
his remarks in appealing to his rivals, 
Senator George MeGovern of South Dakota 
and Minnesota Senator Eugene McCarthy, 
to exercise caution in discussing the Viet- 
nam war. 

“The negotiations (in Paris), while they 
have been sticky and slow and appear 
many times not to be productive, have 
reached a serlous stage. Because I believe 
them to be in a serious stage, and the 
talks are serious and not just perfunctory, 
we ought to be placing every bit of con- 
fidence in our men conducting’ those nego- 
tiations.” 

Mr. Humphrey declined to zo further. 

Both Senator McCarthy and Senator 
McGovern are calling for an Immediate 
halt in the bombing of North Vietnam. 

Mr. Humprey said he did not tiiok 
Senator McGovern's decision to enter the 
presidential race would harm his own 
campaign for the democratic nomination. 
He estimated that he had 1,600 delegate 
votes pledged to him at the Democratic 
National Convention opening in Chicago 
on August 26 — 300 more than the 
majority required to win the oomination. 

He expressed the belief thar Mr. Nixon 
and Governor Agnew of Maryisod, the 
Republican, vice-presidenttal candidate, 
formed a “tough ticket.” but said he had 
no doubt he could defeat it. “This is not 
the new Nixon," Mr. Humphrey said. “It's 
the Nixon as we knew him.”

US. units hit 
by own 
rockets 


SAIGON (Reuter). — Two American unlts 
ighilng in South Vietnam have been hit 

by thelr own rocket and artillery fire, 

which kHled eight men and wounded 54. 

The U.S. Miltary Command announced 
yesterday that a Phantom jet flying in 
support of Air Cavalrymen in the A Shatt 
valley, In the remote north-west, fired 
rackets and cannon near an American 
unlit on Saturday and killed eight infantry- 
Mea and wounded 50, : 

The U.S. troops with South Vietnamese 
aoldiers are driving up the valley — a 
North Vietnamese stronghold — In an 
effort to destroy weapons and supplics 
brought io across the Laotian border. 

American bombers aud artillery frequent- 
ly blast guerrilla targets only a few 
hundred metres ahead of thelr own ad- 
vancing mea. Tho pilots and gunners pride 
themselves on pinpoint accuracy. 

On Friday a Marine combat base near 
Dong Ha, near the buffer zone splitting 
Vietnam, was blasted by artillery gunners. 
Fifty. rounds were slammed into their base 
before the barrage was stopped. Four 
Marines were wounded and severnl build- 
ings damaged. 

The U.S. Command yesterday ordered 
B-52 Stratofortress bombers to hit targets 
In North Vietnam —- the flrst time they 
have done so for nearly a month. 

Meanwhile, President Nguyen Van 
Thieu has told his people that U.S. help 
in the war was only temporary and that 
all South Vietnamese must be prepared to 
shed more blood in taking up a bigger 
share of the burden. 

“Foreign aid and foreign blood did help 
us solve our problems,” Mr. Thieu said in 
2 speech inaugurating national self-de- 
fence Tionth. "But it does not solve the 
problem 100 per cent. It is our problem 
and we must make our own contribution. 
If we would be proud, we must shed more 
blood ourselves and not have to ask others 
ta shed blood.” 

Mr. Thieu's statements pleased American 
officials who have been urging the Saigon 
administration to press ahead with plans 
for building up the Sauth Vietnamese 
armed forces to the point where the U.S. 
troop commitment may be reduced,

PORT MORESBY, Papua—New Guinea 
(Reuter), — Two exhausted Chinese 
fishermen were rescued yesterday from 
a tiny raft to which they had clung for 
69 days after their trawler was destroy- 
ed by fire. Seven others aboard the 
raft — made of 200-litre drums, plass 
fishing buoys and bamboo crudely lash- 
ed together — died as it drifted for 
1,800 kms. across the Paeffic. 


The two survivora were rescued at 
dawn, off San Cristobal in the. Solomor 
Islands, by a freighter. They were re- 
ported to be in “fair condition.”

CAPE KENNEDY (Reuter). — Scientists here yesterday pored over data from 
an experimental satellite tumbling in orbit in a hid to salvage a part of a $25m, 
space mission which went awry shortly after launch on Saturday night. 


The ATS-IV -- fourth in a series of 
Applications Technology satellites — Is 
equipped with a new type of storm- 
tracking camera capable of taking pictures 
ground the clock. It also carries various 
communications, weather and navigation 
experiments. 

The 393-kilogram spacecraft, sent aloft 
atop an Atlos-Centaur rocket, went into 
its planned parking orbit. But the Ccn- 
taur second stage failed to ignite on sche- 
dule 72 minutes after lift-off and the 
satellite remained attached to the rocket 
section. - 

Instead of going into an orbit ranging 
from 752 kilonietres to 35,600 kilometres 
above the earth, the ATS-IV was left 
tumbling in a very low earth orbit, rang- 
ing between 184 kilometres and 745 kilo~ 
metres high. 

Throughout the night and early yestecr- 
day scientists fed information from the 
crippled spacecraft into computers to de- 
termine the possibility of deploying four 
38-metre long booms to stabilize the satel- 
lite and its attached rocket stage. 

An attempt may also bo made to try 
to fire tiny engines, designed to keep fu- 
tura satellites in position by means of mi- 
nute amounts of thrust. 

The <Atlas-Centaur rocket to date has 
successfully sent seven Surveyor space- 
craft on their way to the moon,

DJAKARTA. (Reuter). — Nearly 90 Com- 
munist suspects, including five high-rank- 
ing army officers, have been arrested in a 
new anti-Communist purge in Indonesia. 
Major General Jasin, Commander of the 
East Java province, told a press confer- 
ence here over the week-end that his 
troops had arrested the suspects in mili- 
tary operations against a Conmunist 
stronghold in a remote coastal area. He 
said 40 guns were seized. 

Unofficial reports say that 50 people 
were killed in the army assault on the 
stronghold, built in a network of tunnels 
and natural caves, 

The Commander of West Java's Sill- 
wangi Division, Major-General Dharsono, 
told another press conference that he had 
arrested five high-ranking officers for al- 
leged Communist connections. 


Homer wrote it all, 
says computer 


EDINBURGH (UPI) — An_ electronic 
computer has answered a question which 
classical scholars have been disputing for 
centuries: were the Iliad and Odyssey 
written by Homer or by several poets? 
The computer says “by Homer." The Rev. 
A.Q. Morton and John Chadwick, two 
Cambridge scholars, told the International 
Federation of Information Processing 
Congress here over the week-end that ἃ 
computer analysis of 250,000 words 
of Homer had proved that they were all 
written by one man. a 

“By analysing sentence lengths and 
structures the computer tests showed a 
remarkable consistency through all of 
Homer's work. It would be statistically 
impossible for several authors to have 
beon involved,” said Chadwick who is a 
joint discoverer of the Linear B ecript.

Italian tanker

CALTANISSETTA, Sicily (Reuter). — ‘Au 
Italian motor tanker exploded and burst 
into flames of the south coast of Sicily 
in the early hours of Sunday, killing at 
Jeast seven of the 18 people on board, 
including the ship's captain. An ‘eighth 
man is reported missing. 

The explosion took place when the 
1,597-ton tanker, Ugo Fiorelli, was wash- 
ing out its tank eight kilometres out at 
sea from the port of Gela. Eyewitnesses 
saw flames shoot into the sky and a huge 
bang reverberated the port. 

Two ocean-going tugs, hampered by 
darkness and heavy seas, raced to the 
scene. They found survivors, several badly

Crews complain

asked the Transport Ministry to institute 
an official inquiry into the “tight sailing 
schedules" of Zim's passenger liners this 
summer, The Union stated that the ire- 
quent sailings, leaving the crews hardly 
any time for shore leave, are putting a 
great strain on the seamen, especially the 
stewards. δ 


The appeal followed the death of ἃ 
steward on board the Theodor Herzl dur- 
jog a week-end trip on Friday night. Two 
others have been stricken by strokes. 

The dead steward, Mordechai Berish, 43, 
died of a heart attack. The ship returned 
to the port early on Saturday to put his 
body ashore, His wife and three children 
had joined him for the trip.

KFAR SABA, — Mountains of industrial 
waste risc near the old border line, between 
Kfar Saba and the Arab town of Kal- 
kilya. From time to time, some of it is 
burned, creating giant cloudy of smoke. 
Children from nearby housing developments 
are not deterred from roaming about pick- 
ing through the pile for any item which 
might make an agreeable plaything. 


Kfar Saba Mayor Zeev Geller main- 
tains that the piles of waste do not con- 
etitute a health hazard. “These are not 
organic wastes nor wastes from private 
homes,” he told The Jerusalem Post, “and 
do not emit any unpleasant odours." 


Waste from private homes, according to 
Mr. Geller, is regularly buried. This, 
says the Mayor, is a method recommend- 
ed hy the Health Ministry. Before the Six 
Day War, the Ministry had also given 


perniission that industrial wastes be dump- - 


ed at a spot only half a kilometre from 
Kalkilya and 3 kilometres from Kfar Saba. 
At the time, hardly anyone frequented the 
area, because of its proximity. to the bor- 
der, least of all children. 


NO ALTERNATE SITE 

Now the situation is different. But “it 
is still extremely difficult to find another 
site for the dump,” Mr. Geller explains. 
“This is as far as we can get from the 
town, without actually cressing the old 
‘green line.” If we did so, there would 
certainly be a Joud outery from Kalkilya.” 


At present, Mr, Geller assures, there are 
no complaints from anyone. “The wastes 
do not bother the residents of Kfar Saba, 
and we haveheard nothing from Kalkilya 
residents about it.

Opening of the Canal will be probably 
the mojor aim of Russla‘’s next diplomadec 
offensive, Mr, Livneh warned. Israel should 
therefore make her agreement to passage 
of shins eonditivaal on our lorees remali- 
ing in their present positions, und on 
Israel being allowed to use the Canal — 
not only merchant ships but naval vessels 
as yell, 

Mr. Meir Zorea sunalyzed Israel's pox!- 
tion in Sinsi from the military pulot of 
view, stressing that ite possession ix a 
powerful deterrent to Egypt. Not only has 
greater distance reduced the potential 
efficacy of an Egyptian air attack, but 
the water harrier has also made it nearly 
impossible for Egypt te win tn any clash 
of land forces. 

The Egyptian army will need decades 
before it can match Israel's In military 
and striking power. The weapons supplied 
hy Russia are important, οὐ course, but 
Russian advisers cannot change the stuff 
of which the army personnel are made. 

Moreever, the Russian officers tack the 
war experience of the Israel army, and 
are unfamiliar with Middle East peo- 
graphical and climatle canditions.

Hebron settlers’ 
ouster deferred 


The expulsion of three Hebron settlers 
who illegally set up ἃ kiosk in the town 
last week haz been deferred until after 
next week's Cabinet meeting, The Cabinet 
was unable to decide on the matter today 
because of M1. Dayan’e absence, 

At the request of severa] Ministers, the 
Cubinet yesterday decided to stay the ex- 
pulsion orders temporarily. The decision 
was passed on to the Military Government. 

The Government Secretary sald yester- 
day that Messrs. Allon, Begin and Wahr- 
hartlg opposed the expulsion. 

Meanwhile the settlers have sent a me- 
morandum to the Cabinet asking for the 
annulment of the order, 

They also ask for a plot outside the 
Military Government compound on which 
ἃ “settlers’ village” could be built and for 
permission to open a kosher restaurant, 

The memorandum speaks of the very 
food relations between the settlers and 
the Military Government, but asks why 
the settlers of Hebron should be any 
worse off than Jews in Bethlehem, who 
have set up several kosher restaurants, 
with the Miliary Government's permis- 
sion, for the thousands of visitors who 
frequent the place. Why, they ask, should 
Hebron Arabs not need permission to 
trade whereas Hebron Jews are prevent- 
ed from furnishing an obvious need — a 
Kosher restaurant — for the visitors to 
that city? 

Moshe and Michal Shitreet, and thelr 
four children, of Jerusalem, became the 
newest family in the colony. They are 
one of eight families who have the Mili- 
tary Government's permission to settle 
in Hebron, but who have not been ahle 
te take up residence because of lack 
of space in the Government compound. 
The Shitreets were given one room in 
the compound. 

They bring the number of Jewish fam- 
ilies in Hebron te ten. More are expected 
next week.

Shmuel Dayan, moshav 
| founder, dead at Ζῷ 


Shmuel Dayan, one of the founders of Degania, the first kibbutz, and of 
Nahalal, the. first moshav, died yesterday in Jerusalem. He was 78.

Dayan, was called to his father's death- 
bed cn Saturday night, when his condition 
deteriorated. Shmuel Dayan was admitted 
to Hadassah Hospital at the beginning 
of last week.

But there was another dream, that of 
justice among men. And this he hoped to 
achieve with the other members of the 
group that established the first ‘ibbatz, 
what Is now Deganya Aleph. It was in 
1910, in Degania, that Dayan married. 
There, his first son; Moshe, was born. 

Shmue! Dayan's name, however, {s evok- 
ed more often ag the founder of the Mo- 
shay Movement. Nahalal, nm the heart of 
the Jezreel Valley, was begun shortly 
after the First World War by Dayan and 
@ number of friends. In reaction to kib- 
butz Ufe, they argued that a certain 
degree of privacy was essential, that man 
was basically a family creature and that 
social justice and a dedicated life were 
equally possible within the framework of 
collectively owned land. The moshav idea 
took roots and became the most popular 
way or agricultural settlement, especially 
after the establishment of the State. 

Though farm work took up most of his 
time, Shmuel Dayan published sketches 
and essays: in labour-sponsored newspe-

_ pers of the time. But he rarely signed 


his full name. 


In political life, however, he was vi- 
goroug and outspoken. He was affiliated 
to the Hapoel Hatzair group from hia 
early days in Palestine, and followed {t 
into Mapai, A man of great practical 
sense, he exercised a great influence ‘in 
the party, which sent him to several Zion- 
ist Congresses and to the First Knesset, 
Shmuel Dayan was returned to the Knes- 
set three times, but finally retired from 
active political life after the death of bis 
first wife. 


He Jater remarried and settled in Jeru- 
salem, devoting much of his time to writ- 
ing. ᾿ 

Among his published works were 
“adam Ve'admato” {Man and his Land), 
“Im Tom Hashoa"” (With the.End of the 
Holocaust), and “Dmuyot Basadot” 


. (Forms in the Fields).

Land allocated 
to ‘Bible House’ 


Bible House, a central library and office 
for the study of Scripture, will be built 
on a choice plot of land on the rise across 
the road from the Jerusalem Railway Ste- 
tion, The lot was assigned by the Lands 


Authority at the request of the Israel 


Bible Society and the Bible House Com- 
mittee. 

The Bible House will contain commen- 
tarles and other works on the Bible by 
Jewish and Gentile scholars. 

The Chairman of the Bible Society, Mr. 
Haim Gvaryahu, stressed that it will oot 
he 3 centre for higher academic studies, 
but a place where the public at large 
Will be able to increase its knowledge of 
the Holy Writ. The decision to go ahead 
with the building, he said, was made pos- 
sible by the generous help of textile 
magnate A.J. Chorley. 

The eventual size of the lot, and the size 
and shape of the building itself have not 
been determined yet. The site, which 
commands a view of both East and West 


' Jerusalem, belongs to the Greek Orthodox 


Patriarchate. It was leased by the J.NF. 
for 99 years in 1952.

LYDDA AIRPORT, — A newly-wed Rani- 
Je couple, Ofra Zuzal and Elias Hadad, 
flew back to Israel last night — from 
Cairo. They spent their first night at 
home in separate cells in Ramle lock-up. 
Ofra was only 15 when she eloped to 
Egypt with her boyfriend, an Arab from 
Ramle. Last month, the couple were mar- 
ried in Cairo’s Greek Orthodox Church, 
after Ofra converted to Elias’ faith, 


Their Jove affair began three years ago, * 


when Elias Hadad bean dating 14-year- 
old Ofra. When her father, a Polish im- 
migrant, Moshe Zuzal, found them ktss- 
ing one night, he told the police. 

They ignored her father and Ofra kept 
staying out late. A few months before 
the Six Day War broke out, police ar- 
rested Elias and booked him for cor- 
rupting a mizor, 

While out on bail he persuaded Ofra 
to run away with him to his relatives in 
Haifa. When police eventually traced 
them to Haifa, the two fled to the Gaza 
Strip. 

Egyptian soldiers in Gaza shipped them 
to Calro, where they were again jailed 
and Elias charged with spying for Israel. 

AU this time Ofra’a father never knew 
where his daughter had vanished to. But 
six months ago, two Israeli girls set free 
by the Egyptians told of another Israeli 
girl in their Cairo prison, Ofra. 

The frantic father pleaded with the 
Red Cross to get his daughter back. Then 
came a Reuter's report of the wedding
